Brazilian Musicians 
Perform at Shelton State 

Two Brazilian musicians, 
flutist Antonio Carlos Portela 
and pianist Maria Thereza 
Gondim, will do selections of 
classical and popular literature at 
Shelton State Community 
College Tuesday, September 19, 
as part of the college's Terrific 
Tuesday Concert Series. The 
program will be held in the 
Alabama Power Recital Hall at 
the college and is free and open 
to the public. 

Portela, who is studying 
flute with Dr. Sheryl Cohen at 
the University of Alabama, is 
attending the university on a 
scholarship, Programa Virtuose, 
established by the Ministry of 
Culture of Brazil. In Brazil he 
plays principal flute with the 
Symphonic Orchestra from the 
University of Bahia and assistant 
flute at the Symphonic Orchestra 
of the State of Bahia. He also 
plays pop music in shows and in 
recording sessions with many 
famous Brazilian artists. 

Gondim is currently a 
eraduate student of Amanda 
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Penick at the University of 
Alabama. Before coming to 
Alabama, she was on the faculty 
of the Federal University of 
Bahia. She also plays the piano 
and keyboards for famous artists 
from the pop scenery in Brazil in 
shows and recordings. 

The two musicians began 
playing together in 1983 in a 
Brazilian pop band, and in 1984 
they decided to work as a flute 
and piano duo to play both pop 
and classical music. In 1999 
they recorded their first album, 
"Fim de Tarde" (End of 
Afternoon), sponsored by the 
Secretary of Culture from the 
;overnment of Bahia.
